37 Percent Of Negroes Leaving Homes 


In South Come To Ohio, Figures Show 


Washington Bureau, 


Portsmouth Tine*. 


"WASHINGTON, D. C., July 26.—A 


great percentage of the negro migra- 
tion from South to North in the las* 
five years has been directed toward 
Ohio more than to any other state 
above the Mason nnd Dlion line. In- 
vestigators for the Department of 
Labor made this statement today af- 
ter a careful check of the shift of 
negro population to the North, show- 
ing that by their figures, one of every 
three negroes coming from the South 
since 1018 has settled In the Buckeye 
State. 


Their inquiry into negro movements 


was undertaken in consequence of 
agitation which has begun In indus- 
trial circles in both sections of the 
country—In the South because of loss 
of labor and in the North because of 


the -unusual influx of cheap workers. 


Political consequences are also be-, 


ing rc-0'.-irded, though they are as yet 
of minor importance. Nominally, the 
drift of negroes from the restraint 
of the South to the greater Independ- 
ence they enjoy in Ohio and other 
states should mean an advantage for 
the Eepublican party. Few colored 
men vote in the South, but all are 
expected to exercise this 
privilege 


once they come North, and the chief 
benefit will probably accrue to the 
G. 0. P. 
The migration northward began dur- 
ing the war and has been constant 
since that time. Though the Depart- 
ment of Labor_was unable to make a 
census of the number of colored folks 
who have actually moved "up North," 
Its officials feel that -accurate per- i 
oentage figures have been obtained. 
They are based on facts gathered 


among 10,747 negroes employed 
in 


northern industry, of whom 
4,7(v> 


hare left the South within the last 
year.' 


Estimate* made by the investiga- 


tors show the following- distributions 
of negroes coming north as to states- 
Ohio, 37.26 per cent: Pennsylvania 
21.C3 per cent; Michigan, 10.53 p»r 
cent: New Jersey, 0.4 per cent; xew 
York, 4.75 per cent; Illinois, 4.4<> 
per cent; Maryland, 1.30 per cent; 
Wisconsin, O.S3 per cent. 


The large influx Into Ohio is attri- 


buted to tlie fact that it is a "sate- 
way" for migration-from the Ktat?s 
of heaviest colored population and at 
the same time affords plentiful em- 
ployment to unskilled 
laborers in 


many lines, with wages much lurra- 
tive than those which the new ar- 
rivals received in the South.

Hiram Johnson Says America Should 


Out Of World Court And League 
Stay 


JJEW YORK, July 26 (By the As- 


•odated | Press). — Senator 
Hiram 


Johnson of California, declared last 
night that America would stay out 
cf the World Court and the League 
of Nations and. insisted that the na- 
tion's foreign policy should be de- 
cided at the polls In 1024. 


Senator Johnson, 
who 
returned 


llonday from 
Europe, 
where 


talked with leading statesmen 
many countries, expressed his riews 
at a dinner given in his honor by a 
committee composed largely of men 
who supported 
the late Theodore 


Roosevelt .In his third party cam- 
paign for the Presidency iu 1912. 


The Chairman was Colonel Hhine- 


lander AValdo, while George Henry 
Payne, active in state Republican pol- 
itics and a campaign manager for 
Eoosevelt, was Vice Chairman. Mayor 
Hylan, of New York, whose adminis- 
tration is supported by newspapers 
owned by "William Randolph Hearst, 
was among the guests. 


Prominent Men Present 


Others on the committee included 


Colonel John J. Byrne, Marcus Loew, 
Charles IT. 
Schwab, Louis Bran 


Salptnan, Congressman A. B. Ross- 
dale, Colonel Koss Miller, Walter S.

Many friends of the Senator have 


boomed him as a Presidential candi-

date next year, and it.waa noted with 
interest that his views on America's 
entrance into the World Court direct- 
ly clashed with those set forth by 
President Harding. 


"Xobody in Europe cares a rap for 


the International 
Court," 
Senator 


Johnson declared. "Many may care 
very much whether we get into it. 
Nobody expects a World Court to 
solve any provocative international 
problems; but many expect if the 
United States can be lured Into it, the 
United States is on the way not only 
to the League of Nations, but to full 
participation in- Eurtwan affairs." 


"However, well Intended," he add- 


ed, "it is a dreadful thing to tell our 
people tbat.the International Court 
will stop war, or that it will have the 
slighest effect upon wars. It isi an 
utterly futile agency for peace—it 
cannot and will not prevent wars and 
It does not pretend either iu its or- 
ganization or in its operation to do 
so. It has jurisdiction of nothing, 
except what countries may choose to 
submit to it, and the four great mem- 
bers—Great Britain, France, Italy 
and 
Japan—have 
specifically 
de- 


clined to submit to Its compulsory 
jurisdiction."

Xou 
may have to take progressivisin or 
radicalism will tnke you. 


Old Questioned Opened 


"Though you and I thought It had 


been decided In 1020, the old question 
recurs. If It must ia decided again, 
I intist it shall be honestly and fear- 
lessly decided. Let's have no pre- 
tense, let's make the Issue so plain 
that even some of our most distin- 
guished statesmen cannot dodge It." 


Senator Johnson summed up the 


present European situation by de- 
claring that 
England pursues the 


policy of the commercial supremacy 
of England; France is determined to 
maintain her continental proposition 
and her world power; Germany dis- 
armed, sees her fairest industrial 
provinces seized and dreams of n fu- 
ture day of reckoning; Italy bluntly 
announces the Italian policy of "noth- 
ing for nothing," Italy for Italians, 
while the Balkan States retain the 
capacity for involving their greater 
neighbors, and with but one or two 
exceptions still cling to the good, old 
Balkan method of changing minis- 
tries by assassinating Ministers.
